Experience has taught 
us that this is the season to take 
a few simple precautions while

The National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis recommend 
the following precautions if 
polio comes: Don't get chilled; 
Don't mix with new groups; 
Don't get overtired; Don't have 
mouth or throat operations.

The true intent of the Federal power socialization program 
has now been made clear by the Tennessee Valley Authority, It 
started as an agency to furnish power as a by-product of a govern: 
ment flood control and navigation project. It will now spend in 
three yea: -thirds of a billion dollars of public funds expand- 
ing its activities and building five giant steam plants to generate 
nearly 50 per cent of its annual power output. It is not bothered 
by corporation taxes, state income taxes, public service com- 
missions or any of the other rules and regulations that apply to 
the average citizen and business. 

Private companies which must compete with tax-subsidized 
TVA power protested against building of the Johnsonville steam. 
plant in Tennessee. Such а project is entirely contrary to the 
original intent of TVA. But as to four other steam jects to be 
built as part ofthe three-year, two-thirds-of-a-billion-dollar- 
public-money-spending program, a top TVA official says they 
are surprised at the lack of opposition becaute “we would have 
a hard time justifying some of the newer plants.” And right here 
is the danger, Officialism, with the power and privileges of 
government behind it, can slowly but surely wear down the re- 
sistance of the strongest people. Under the guise of giving public 
benefits they take away the rights of individugls and of states, 
first in опе line of industry then in another. Socialization of 
electric power in tne United States is the first step toward Federal 


countries. The fact that opposition to the TVA idea is faltering 


drive. In other words, it is “happenin, 
not yet awake to the danger. 


VETERANS INFORMATION 
AND SERVICE

Veterans afflicted with ser- 
vice-connected malaria are ad- 
vised to report to a. physician 
every time a relapse of that con- 
dition occurs. 

Service connection for malar- 
ia may now be granted, either 
on the basis of service records 
showing treatment in servicé or 
on the basis of medical evidence 
showing an attack of malaria 
within one yeay of separation 
from war ӧг-рёасеіте service, 
including Korean veterans. 

Compensation will continue 
to be paid, up to 36 months, if 
the. veteran submits evidence 
once a year showing recurrent 
attacks or other disability ef- 
fects of malaria, 

After 36 months the rating 
may not be continued ог re- 
sumed unless the veteran re- 
ports to a VA hospital or out- 
patient clinic ога physician 
recognized by the VA during an 
actual attack of the disease. It 
is to be emphasized that this 
contact with the physician or 
hospital, or outpatient clinic 
must be during an actual at- 
tack. The veteran when making 
this contact, should take with 
him some evidence attesting to, 
the fact that his malaria is ser- 
vice-connected. Then, should 
his contact be with the fee-basis 
ог other physician, the physi.
